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THANKSGIVING PROCLAMATION 


IS ISSUED ON WEDNESDAY BY 


ACTING GOVERNOR COMINGS 


MADISON. Wis.—Acting Governor George F. Comings Wednesday 


proclaimed Thanksgiving. November 30, as a day on which all the people 
of Wisconsin should "Meet In their accustomed places of worship to 
acknowledge the principles of religion, the fatherhood of God and the 
brotherhood of man," which he said is the fundamental meaning of the 
occasion. 
The proclamation follows in full: 
"By a custom going back to the earliest history of the United States, 


there has been set aside each year, in a fine spirit of humility and grate- 
fulness, a special day for giving thanks and praise to Him who is the 
givr of all good and perfect gifts. 
" "There i:- among our people a continuing gratitude to a wise Provi- 


dence and an acknowledgement of the Father whose children we all are, 
hut it is a wise custom to set apart a special day of Thanksgiving, as we 
do. and formally and reverently acknowledge the great principles of 
ri-l'igion. the fatherhood of God and the brotherhood of man, which is 
the fundamental meaning of Thanksgiving. 


"In spite of much injustice, in spite of many social evils, in spite 


of vested privilege and oppressive monopoly, we are wholeheartedly 
grateful for the many blessings in our individual lives and for the many 
achievements of our community and national life. 
For the kind forces 


of nature—sunshine, dew and rain—that have made possible (the boun- 
teous harvest, for our great educational system, which must be made 
still h o t t e r , for the progressive improvement, of the lot of the common 
man. 
for the fuller participation of women in our public life, for the in- 


creasing recognition of character in our public administrators, for the 
acknowledgement of ethical ideals in our business and commercial life, 
for the increasing appreciation of the fundamental importance of a 
morality with Christian principles as a basin of our social life, we are 
profoundly thankful. 
Wo are thankful, too, for our form of govern- 


mon'. through which we may approach, however slowly, the consumma- 
tion of all human c-ffort to bring about the Kingdom of God on earth, a 
righteous society. / 
"As we gather together in our respective churches, to give thanks 


to Him in whom we live, move and have our being, and as the paeons of 
praise rise from all our people, whatever may be the distinction of name, 
may the Biblical command become the animating purpose of our life: 
'Ee.<?k first the kingdom of social justice and the righteousness, knowing 
that all those material things will be added unto you." 
May there go up 


to the throne of God. too. a prayer that the monsters of religious and 
racial prejudice, and the spirit of war, be driven out of our hearts, and 
there be firmly planted therein a love -of all our fcllowmen, without 
distinction of race, color or social affiliations.

\Visconsin. do designate and appoint Thursday, the 30th day of Novem- 
b"r. A D. 19:.. the day set apart by.the president, of the United States 
as Thanksgiving day. and 1 urge that all our people meet on that, day 
in their accustomed places of worship, to give thanks and praise to 
Almighty God in the reverent acknowledgement, by the creature, of the 
Lord'aud Master of all."

•THE decision of the supreme court, uphold- 
1 ing an act of congress which bars Japa- 
nese from United States citizenship, will doubt- 
loss 
occasion 
international 
feeling. 
True, 


neither the constitutionality of the law nor the 
soundness of the decision will be questioned in 
this country, which in adopting: them merely 
exercised a right of sovereignty, but a national 
law which limits American citizenship to Cau- 
casians and Ethiopians, as against the brown 
races, can not fail to leave the latter in a frame 
of mind that may be too mildly described as 
"exasperation." 


Perhaps the Japanese %vill understand that 


in giving the African preference over the Japa- 
nese and Mongolians, this country was not ex- 
actly a free agent. We brought the negro here 
by force, enslaving him, and consequently the 
moral sense which resulted in his liberation 
could not shake off the responsibility for his 
status which brought about the conferment of 
citizenship an act probably not less influenced 
by the war time excesses than other wars have 
been. 


Nor is it probable that Japanese would 


prefer citizenship upon the basis enjoyed, or 
suffered, by the black man, to the present Japa- 
nese status. Yet this is what he probably would 
get were a federal decision to accord him the 
right of citizenship. Nullification of Japanese 
and Chinese citizenship on the Pacific 
coast 


would follow such legislation a.s surely and na- 
turally as nullification followed colored citi-' 
zenship in our southern states. 


The underlying problem created by the 


question of Japanese citizenship is more im- 
portant than the economic attitude toward it 
which largely controls the sentiment of the 
times. The idealist says the- ultimate blending 
of the races in a great brotherhood of man is 
the natural and desirable objective, and the 
advance of civilization, carrying enlightenment 
to the dark places of the world, may one day- 
bring this about. 
But it is doubtful whether 


to immediately pave the way for such a devel- 
opment would be cither wise or possible, and 
one may ask whether the Japanese and Chinese 
themselves are prepared «"or it. This was Kip- 
ling's thought when lie said that East and West 
can never meet. We find difficulties arising from 
intermarriages among white peoples of dif- 
ferent branches of the Christian religion. How 
tremendously greater these difficulties must be 
when born of the union of different races and 
colors given to fundamentally incompatible re- 
ligion?. "Thy people shall be my people, and 
thy God my God" is a promise that' may en- 
dure in specific cases, but in general it points 
the way to unhappincss and disaster. 
- 
Americans who have mingled with the Jap- 


anese and the educated Chinese, in fields where 
the ill-will of racial business competition docs 
not exist, arc coming to a high respect for these 
nationalities. 
Perhaps in Bret Harte's time 


the Chinese were noted "for ways that 
are 


dark and tricks that are vain," but as we sec 
them in our American universities we find them 
adopting ethical points of view which some- 
times put Caucasians to shame. No doubt Jap- 
anese civilization, religion aside, squares well 
with our own, and with the spread of learning 
the Chinese are making surprising gains. Nor, 
much as wr question its inspiration, can 
we 


hold in contempt the generous philosophy of 
Confucianism. 


Granting these things, however, we face, 


the problem of what would happen should we 
throw down the bars of citizenship to the mil- 
lions of the East. Even though we were to ac- 
cept the idealistic notion of the blending of 
the white and brown races, we would have to 
&.«k ourselves whether in 
fact 
they 
would 


blend, or would the flood of humanity pouring 
in from the congested civilization of the East 
retain both color and religion, 
and 
shortly 


dominate the white man 
and 
his 
country. 


Whether the decision rests with the white, or 
with the brown, it appears to be the fact that 
these races have no general tendency to fuse. 


Perhaps, at least for centuries to come, this 


is as it should be. Eastern modern civilization 
IE the white man's burden, carried to the other 
races. 
Although we cannot assimilate them, 


they have successfully copied us. Our work is 


not done. We are not ready to lay down this 
burden. It is ours to carry while the Christian 
Caucasian world retains its supremacy in hu- 
man thought and action. When the white man 
fails, when his 
civilization becomes 
effete, 


should that hour come, leadership will go to 
newer and more virile racial societies. Mean- 
while the intelligence of educated races should 
not, in resentment, disregard natural barriers 
to the ideal spiritual human state. Japan and 
China may be expected to resent the law and 
the decision here discussed. We, if our pride 
of human leadership is justified by our qual- 
ity, will not resent their resentment. 


The Championship 


PERHAPS we may encroach upon the sport- 
1 ing editor's field long enough to point out to 
readers who may depend upon this department 
for their sporting guidance, that in scheduling 
a Thanksgiving Day game with Superior here 
the high school is arranging what is in reality 
a contest for the state high school champion- 
ship. There are only three teams in the state 
that have any claim to the title this year—
